The inventions of claims 16-2 0, 22, 24, 26 relate to a broadcast 
video/audio data recording method using a first file in which management 
data is recorded and a data file for recording as storage data at least 
one of the inputted broadcast video/audio data and recording broadcast 
video/audio data obtained by copy or move, wherein the in the data file, 
the storage data is recorded in the format indicating the management 
data . 

The inventions of claims 27-32 relate to a data stream recording method 
for storing data streams having different formats in different files, 
performing format conversion between the data streams stored, and adding 
data appropriate to the format converted, thereby recording a data stream. 

The inventions of claims 47-51 , 53-55 relates to a broadcast video/audio 
data recording method for storing edited data obtained by editing inputted 
broadcast video/audio data in a file different from the broadcast 
video/audio data, wherein in the file of the edited data, header 
information on the edited data is stored together with the edited data. 

The invention of claim 52 relates to a broadcast video/audio data 
recording method for converting broadcast video/audio data inputted into 
a format which can be reproduced by a reproduction device reproducing 
the broadcast video/ audio data and recording the converted data. 

The matter common to these groups of inventions is recording of 
broadcast video/audio data. However, the common matter is a known 
technique and cannot be a special technical feature within the meaning 
of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence. 

Since there exists no other common feature which can be considered 
as a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second 
sentence, no technical relationship within the meaning of PCT Rule 13 
between the different inventions can be seen. 

Accordingly, it is obvious that claims 1-55 do not satisfy the 
requirement of unity of invention. 
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
